A copy of a petition was presented 
to the Board by citizen Adolph Jacobs 
asking that Senator J. B. Holohan and 
Assemblyman H. E. Holmquist, legis¬ 
lative representatives from San Mateo 
County, to frame a law that will give 
to the people of any city full right to 
the use of streets. 

Mr. Jacobs asked that the Trustees 
take action on the petition, he hoped 
favorably, as it was desired that it be 
sent to the legislators at Sacramento 
soon as possible. 

The petition has a direct bearing on 
the status of the streets of this newly 
incorporated city, a question upon 
which the Trustees and the South San 
Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company are now working. 

President Hynding, in reply to Mr. 
Jacobs, staled that the Trustees had 
the matter under consideration with 
the Land Company and thought in a 
week or two it would be brought before 
the Board in open meeting for citizens 
to discuss. 

Trustee McSweeney said it would be 
well to postpone action on the petition, 
as the Trustees already had the matter 
under consideration. 

Trustee Hickey thought Mr. Jacobs 
was trying to hurry up the Trustees, 
and he for one would not be hurried. 
He was just as eager to look after the 
rights of the citizens as Mr. Jacobs 
was.

RUTH TURNER PERRY. 


An American Woman the Only Pho¬ 
tographer of Her Sex In Paris. 

Mrs. Ruth Turner Perry, the only 
woman photographer in Paris, is a 
native of Chicago, but she spent sev¬ 
eral years in San Francisco, New York 
and Boston before going to Paris to 
study art. It was in San Francisco 
that she first took up photography 
purely as a recreation and is entirely 
self taught. Primarily she was an art 
student with aspirations to become a 
portrait painter. But so fascinated 
did she become with the possibilities 
of photography that she went in for it 
quite seriously, and during the last 
year of her residence in San Francisco 
she exhibited some of her work, re¬ 
ceiving a medal at the international 
exhibition in San Francisco. This was 
six years ago. And since then she has 
forged ahead until now her work ranks 
with that of the leading photographers. 

During two years after she went to 
Paris to study art Mrs. Perry forsook 
photography for painting. Her por¬ 
trait work Mas regarded with high

favor by her teachers and by the crit¬ 
ics, but work with the camera appealed 
to her far more than that of the brush. 
Suddenly the idea came to her, Why 
not take up photography on the lines 
of portrait painting and aim for the 
same effects in line and composition? 

Accordingly she laid her palette and j 
brushes aside, and, procuring a suitable 
camera, she went to work. In speak¬ 
ing of Mrs. Perry’s pictures Mary Ku- 
sack, the famous portrait painter, says 
they are most beautiful and interest¬ 
ing, some of them reminding one of 
the paintings of Rembrandt, Velasquez 
and other old masters because of their 
depth, warmth and rich coloring. Oth¬ 
ers are like the celebrated pencil draw¬ 
ings of Ingres, but both styles, the 
delicate and the heavy, are highly 
artistic. 

Besides catering to the American 
residents in the aristocratic American 
colony, Mrs. Perry’s work is becom¬ 
ing favorably known among the French 
people, and she has been receiving 
many commissions frog; prominent 
French families, a sure ULtlication of 
her claim to success, for *he French 
aristocrats are the moat <v>nservative 
people in the world. 

Face Brush For Red Cheeks. 

One of the best ways to impart the 
red glow of health to the skin in cold 
weather is said to be to use a soft 
brush to clean the face, dipping it first 
in warm water and a little dissolved i 
borax and then in cold water.

JAPANESE CUSTOMS. 

Rules of the Tea Ceremony—Feast of 
the Dolls. 

“There Is a new woman in Japan.” 
says Miss Alice M. Bacon, for many 
years head mistress of the reeresses’ 
school in Tokyo, “and she is the prob¬ 
lem of the day in Japan. Girls are 
coming into the cities from the whole 
country to go to school, and it is a 
problem to know what to do with 
them. They know only the old sys¬ 
tem, and their parents know only that, 
but they feel the pulse of the new life, 
and they cannot be held back. 

“It is rather pathetic that the Jap¬ 
anese girl knows so well that her 
school days are her happiest days. She 
never plans the gay, happy years 
‘when I’m grown up.’ Instead she 
takes all her little schoolgirl pleasures 
with the full consciousness that when 
they are over there will come a time 
when devotion to duty will he almost 
the only pleasure in life for her. She 
knows that after her school days the 
mother-in-law’s house waits for her 
and that there in the lowest place in 
a stranger’s house she will have to 
work patiently her way up to the re¬ 
spect and good will of a strange fam¬ 
ily. 

“The little daughter of a wealthy 
house goes to school from six to sev¬ 
enteen. She learns reading, writing, 
natural science, English, the koto, 
sewing, cooking and the tea ceremony. 

“The rules of the tea ceremony were 
fixed about the time the Spanish ar¬ 
mada was besieging Elizabeth. Every 
movement of the woman, every posi¬ 
tion of cup, spoon, tea caddy, towel, is 
prescribed. 

“To a foreigner Japanese sewing 
seems so extremely simple that it 
would hardly seefn necessary to study 
It, but the Japanese girl applies her¬ 
self to it with the knowledge that in 
the future the appearance of her chil¬ 
dren, her husband, her mother-in-law 
and her father-in-law will all be set 
down to her credit or discredit. 

“She learns to cook sufficiently to 
direct her servants, particularly in the 
line of rice and pickles. 

“The daughter of the house must 
learn to arrange the flowers not only 
artistically, but so that they will bear 
that wealth of symbolism found in 
every Japanese grouping of flowers. 

“The feast of the dolls is the quaint¬ 
est of all the little Japanese girls’ fes¬ 
tivals. In the storehouse where are 
kept all the family treasures there are 
boxes filled with dolls which have 
come down from the grandmothers and 
great-grandmothers. Each new bride 
brings her dolls when she comes to 
her father-in-law’s house, and she 
keeps the feast each year till her eldest 
daughter is old enough to take it up.” 

PICTURE PUZZLE FAD. 

Homemade Variety Contrived With 
Colored Prints and Jig Saw. 

A picture puzzle craze has struck 
the land, and old as well as young 
have succumbed to its fascinations. 
Some of these puzzles are most elab- 
orate and sell as high as $8. but any 
clever girl can make them if she learns 
how to use that very simple tool, a jig 
saw, or if she has a brother who likes 
to have fun in this way. 

The first requisite of the puzzle is 
an artistic colored picture, and if you 
have any old magazines or English 
periodicals you will find among them 
very choice things for the purpose. 
Faste the picture on a thin piece of 
white holly wood exactly matching it 
in size, and then with your little jig 
saw carve it up Into all sorts of fantas¬ 
tic pieces.

HOW FISHES BREATHE. 


Extract Air From the Water by Means 
of Their Gills. 

Fishes cannot live without air any 
more than laud animals can, but they 
don’t use it iu the same way. They 
have no lungs, for example, but make 
use of what are called their gills in tak¬ 
ing air into their bodies. This air they 
get from the water, for you must not 
forget that all water has air iu it. 

The inner part of a fish's gill is form¬ 
ed of a series of little fringes made up 
of small blood vessels. The Mater is 
taken into the mouth and thrown out 
of the gills. In its passage it is de¬ 
prived of its air by those little blood 
vessels, and they send it through all 
the veins iu the fish’s body. 

Many people do not understand why 
a fish is able to go down into deep wa¬ 
ter so easily, for naturally it requires 
more weight to do that than to swim 
near the surface. The provision made 
by nature to enable the fish to accom¬ 
plish this is very neat and efficacious. 

Briefly, it consists of an air bladder, 
which it can exhaust of air or fill with 
air by moving certain muscles. When 
it desires to go dmvn into deep M’ater. 
it exhausts the air in the bladder, and 
that gives its body greater weight. 
When it desires to ascend, it fills the 
bladder, and that lessens the M’eight of 
Its body. ( 

The shape of a fish’s body specially 
adapts it to rapid movement through 
the Mater. There are no projections 
or angles to make friction, and. be- [ 
sides, the scales of fishes are smooth 
and glossy and covered Mith a sort of 
slime that enables them to glide 
through Mater at great speed. 

THE SAGO PALM. 

Its Great Value as a Producer of Food 
For Man. 

One of the most important of the 
palm family is the sago palm of the 
East India archipelago, says the Chi¬ 
cago News. The tree flourishes only I 
in low, marshy situations and seldom 
reaches a height of thirty feet. It at- ■ 
tains a starch yielding condition at the 
age of fifteen years.

BANK VAULTS. 


HER MISTAKE. 


of 


Precautions For th« Purpose 
ing the Cracksmen. 

Many banks, especially those in 
cities, have their vaults protected by 
an elaborate system of concealed 
wires connected to a central office not 
so far away, so that the least tam¬ 
pering with the combination lock or 
any attack upon the door or walls 
will give the alarm at the central of¬ 
fice. where men are waiting day and 
night to run to the rescue/ The exact 
method and devices that are used are 
kept rather secret, for fear the bur¬ 
glars themselves might learn too much 
about them, but it may be explained 
that one part of the apparatus is an 
extremely sensitive relay located at 
the central office. This delicate in¬ 
strument closes a local circuit which 
sounds the alarm the moment there 
is the slightest disturbance of the hid¬ 
den wires at and near the vault, so 
that a gang of burglars could hardly 
get to work with their drills and their 
nitroglycerin before the officers of the 
law would be upon them. 

In addition to protecting vaults and 
safes from the direct attacks of rob¬ 
bers, electricity affords another safe¬ 
guard by furnishing light which floods 
the premises with its searching beams. 
Indeed, many banks, stores and ware¬ 
houses rely mainly upon the electric 
light, without which the thickest walls 
nnd the strongest and most compli¬ 
cated locks would be useless. They 
turn it on at night and leave their 
window shutters wide open, so that 
the interior may be in full view of 
the policeman or watchman passing 
the windows all night. This makes it 
practically impossible for lawbreakers 
to work unseen. 

To protect the money windows of 
banks the teller behind the window 
has a concealed push button at hand, 
oftentimes placed under the counter 
where he can touch it unobserved. If 
any one tries to steal any money, the 
teller can call an officer instantly in 
this way. The circuit is sometimes ar¬ 
ranged to close the bank doors also by 
an electrically operated mechanism be¬ 
fore the thief has time to get to them 
and escape.—Harper’s Weekly.

WHERE RICH MEN ARE FEW. 


They Are as Scarce as Black Swans 
In Bulgaria. 

Bulgaria is the nearest approach to 
a peasant commonwealth which the 
world has known In modern times. 
There Is not a Bulgarian Slav who is 
not the owner of a plot of land upon 
which he lives and out of which he 
gets his own livelihood by his own 
labor. 

Large landowners are almost un¬ 
known. The few men of wealth In 
the country are mostly of foreign birth 
or descent, nnd even they would not 
be counted as wealthy according to 
the standard of other European coun¬ 
tries. 

The small landowners, who form the 
vast majority of the population, are 
peasant born nnd peasant bred. They 
are extremely thrifty. They are con¬ 
tent with very plain food. They wear 
the same sheepskin garments from 
year to year, only turning their coats 
inside out with the changes of the 
season. 

Whole families, even of well to do 
peasants, sleep in the same room upon 
mats stretched out on the floor. They 
live under conditions of dirt and dis¬ 
comfort which no British or German 
or French laborer would tolerate for 
a week. Yet. notwithstanding their 


First Passage by Steamboat From 
New York to Albany. 

In August, 1808—the exact day is a 
matter of dispute—the steamboat Cler¬ 
mont made the first passage by steam 
from New' York to Albany. The dis¬ 
tance, somew'hat less than 150 miles, 
was covered in thirty-two hours, a 
record hailed as a triumph In speed, 
for previously the passage between 
the tw'o cities averaged four days. 

Robert vFulton had experimented 
with steam several years, but the Cler¬ 
mont was the first boat he constructed 
on a large scale. As he could not get 
the engine he wanted in this country 
he ordered one from England. The 
Clermont was so reconstructed in the 
following w'inter that it gave more 
commodious accommodations to trav¬ 
elers, and the year 1808, which was 
the first year of regular travel by 
steamboat, Fulton made it a point to 
start his boat precisely on scheduled 
time. Curiously enough, a portion of 
the public complained of this. It was 
not until well along in the summer 
that travelers got accustomed to It. 
Previously boots had been held for 
two hours at the request of passen¬ 
gers who weren’t ready. Fulton’s per¬ 
severance won public approval before 
the season closed.—Anaconda Stand¬ 
ard.

TREE 


The Cause of Several Hard 
Fought Legal Battles. 

ITS SITE WORTH MILLIONS. 


But the Lawyers Never Have Been 

Able to Break Through the Phalanx 

of Legal Enactments That Preserve 

the Old Landmark In Cheapside. 

There is a tree in Cheapside, Lon¬ 
don, that may be described as the 
most expensive of its kind on earth. 
If five dollar gold pieces filled the entire 
trunk and five dollar bills fluttered in 
place of every one of the leaves it 
would not buy the terra firma it occu¬ 
pies, for the land on which it stands, 
the northwest corner of Wood street 
and Cheapside, is worth $4,500,000 an 
acre. The tree has stood on the spot 
for more than 200 years, while its site 
has augmented in value to almost fab¬ 
ulous proportions. 

There have been several hard fought 
lawsuits over this plot of ground, the 
fight having been carried even to the 
house of lords. But so far the lawyers 
never have been able to break through 
the phalanx of legal enactments which 
preserve the tree. In the first place, 
there is a law in England which pro¬ 
hibits builders from putting up a 
structure which shall keep out the 
light from windows which bear the 
mysterious words “ancient lights.” 
This tree in Cheapside literally is sur¬ 
rounded by a number of “ancient 
lights” proprietors whose consent nev- 
-er has been obtained when it came 
to cutting down the tree and putting 
a modern structure on its site. For 
the same reason the storekeeper who 
rents the tiny two story structure on 
the corner just in front of the tree 
never has been able to put his build¬ 
ing up beyond its present height. 

Some years ago one builder, who 
thought himself more “cute” than the 
others, started to take the law into his 
own hands and put up a building, 
thinking to “arrange” with the owners 
of the “ancient lights” afterward. But 
he was met with a perfect shower 
of injunctions, proceedings, writs and 
indictments, more than would have 
covered the tree in its full spring 
bloom, and it is said he never has been 
able to pay the thousands of dollars of , 
law costs which his little experiment I 
resulted in. 

A few years ago some gardeners 
were ordered to lop off certain limbs of 
the tree which hung over Cheapside. 
It was done really to save the life of 
the tree and with the consent of the 
parish clerk and churchwardens of St. 
I’eter’s, Cheapside, the ancient little 
Norman church in Foster lane, nearby, 
who guard this tree from the vandals’ 
clutches. When the men began to 
work on the tree, however, it created 
a big sensation in Cheapside. “They 
are chopping down our tree,” went up 
from a thousand angry throats in the 
district, rolicemen were called, and 
doubtless there would have been an¬ 
other shower of writs, injunctions and 
proceedings had not the minister of 
the parish explained the real reason 
for t^e lopping operations. 

Another almost impassable barrier 
which protects the tree in its position 
is the fact that it grows in sacred 
ground. There is a law in London that 
no building can be erected on sacred 
ground without special act of parlia¬ 
ment, and woe betide the unhappy 
man who dares to put up even a shan¬ 
ty within the sacred precincts of a 
graveyard in England. 

This particular corner of Cheapside 
has been immortalized by Words¬ 
worth: 

At the corner of Wood street when day¬ 
light appears 

There’s a thrush that sings aloud; It has 
sung for three years. 

This bird was wont to perch in the I 
now famous tree, and it attracted the ' 
attention of Wordsworth, who used to 
breakfast in a little shop near by. As 
far back as the year 1392—just a hun¬ 
dred years before.Mr. Columbus dis¬ 
covered America—another tree stood 
in this graveyard and is spoken of by 
Chaucer: 

That whosoever ploynes it away, 

He shall have Chrystis’ curse for aye. 

The tree is therefore a direct de- j 
seendant of perhaps the oldest tree on j 
record in England, and it may almost 
be described as an English Institution. | 
This particular portion of Cheapside 1 
is back of the general postoffice and 1 
is one of the finest pieces of real es- ' 
tate In the world. With the tremen- ; 
dous difficulties that stand in the way 
of its being built over—the sanctity of ! 
the land itself and the power of the ' 
“ancient lights” statute—it is prob¬ 
able that this piece of ground will re¬ 
main “unimproved” for another cen¬ 
tury or two. In a recent interview the

There 
would be a perfect howl of execration 
from all sides if any one were to at¬ 
tempt to put up a modern building 
there, for Wood street itself is so 
narrow that the people on both sides 
of the street have a right to claim 
‘ancient lights,” and the builder who 
went in for improving this property 
would have to “square” so many peo¬ 
ple that he would never be able to get 
any profit out of the building.—New 
York Fress.
